TBE SEPARATION DEBATE. 



Those wlio listened to tlis debate on 
the separation resolution introduced in 
House by the leader of , tlie Govern- 
ment must have been highly amused 
to hear that.- hqiu . gentleman declare 
that the Province ia almost unanimous- 
ly in favor of separation, and the 
meaningless utternnces of . his Cabinet 
colleague, hon. Mr. Humphreys, could 
scarcely have proved less convincing. 
It has doubtless been obseired that the 
gentlemen we allude to are ever prone 
to quote figures -when they can do so 
•with comparative safetj' from being 
detected in the distortions they are 
wont to make to fit their assertions ; 
but when figures stare them in the 
face and rise before tliem and, like Ban- 
qui's ghost at the festive board, will 
not " do^vn," they avoid them as some 
unclean thing — as something on no ac- 
count to be permitted to contaminate 
their own pure selves. Of such a na- 
ture it would seem were the tiguros 
that might readily have been produced 
in connection with Mr. Walkem's 
separation resolution ; but because they 
failed to fit the hon. gentleman's asser- 
tions as to the all but unanimity of the 
Province, both he and lii.s bombastic 
colleague turned up their noses at tlioni 
and passed them by with supremo con- 
tempt Had either of those astute 
politicians, however, taken the trouble 
to have made an analysis of the vote 
cast at the recent elections, it would 
liave been no diflicult mutter to have 
discovered that the Province, far from 
being unanimously in favor of separa- 
tion is, from oven the most favorable 
standpoint the Government can as- 
sume, just as much opposed to it as it 
is for it. Indeed, if the district ilr. 
Walkeji is supposed to represent be 
eliminated from the question it will bo 
found that — taking every vote cast in 
-favpr^ of. the Walkem party last elec- 
tion as'a hand held up for separation — 
the soparationists are in the minority. 
It may be asked, why eliminate Cari- 
boo of all other Districts'? The an 
ewer is^simply this : Mr. Cowan, who 
on May 22nd last polled 238 votes to 
Mr. Walkem's 252 — a diiferenco of 
only 14 — absolutely declined to vote 
for the resolution, thereby showing tiiat 
in his opinion his 238 supporters are 
not in favor of separation. So\'oral 
other members who supported the re- 
solution, although elected to the House 
to maintain the rights of the Province 
and to e.xert every effort to secure rail- 
way construction, were by no means re- 
turned to be hoodwinked by the intro- 
ducer of a threat which, in the langunge 
of Dr. Ash, "cannot be instrumental 
in hastening railway construction a 
single day." It might be predicted 
with every feeling of safety that if the 
resolution- introduced by the leader of 
the Government were submitted to the 
voice of the' people to-morrow jMr. 
Walice.m would discover that liis 
"Separation" boot would not fit the 
popular foot. In other words, the elec- 
tors would refuse to adopt a measure 
which bristles with insincerity and Ijun- 
coinbe;

YollOTT' Jack's Bavages. ' 

Chicago, Aug. 29.— The Tribune's 
jSIemphis special says : Visitor IMans- 
ford, of the Howards, encouatered a 
scene of horror upon entering a house 
on Commerce street. Upon a bed lay 
the living and the dead, a husband cold 
and stiff, a wife in the agony of dissolu- 
tion. On the iloor, tossing in delirium, 
were two children of this pair, and be- 
side them their cousins, two little girls, 
themselves sick. To complete the sad- 
ness of tho scene aiid give it a touch of 
disgusting horroi^ a drunken man and 
a drunken woman, parents of the little 
fever-baked girls, were reeling and 
cursing and stumbling over the dying 
and the dead. 

The Times' New Orleans special says : 
The driver of a charity wagon, to-day, 
while passing No. 2!)0 Poydras street, 
hoard a shriek of agony within, and 
entering the premises, quickly ascended 
a flight" of rickety stairs leading to a 
side alloy. He hurried into a back bed- 
room anil was startled to behold the 
yellow corpse of a child lying upon a 
filthy bed. Seated in a "rocking .chair 
and clutching a palmetto fan in one 
hand and resting heavily upon the bod, 
sat a woman who, upon closer inspec- 
tion, he was shocked to see was stark 
and stitl". The cries continued, and he 
hurried to tho front apartment into 
whicli the room opened. There upon the 
iloor lay a mother and daughter dead. 
The eider woman liad evidently 
tlirown herself on the Iloor in a frenzy 
of dcIirLuni. Upon the only bed in 
tlic room, writhing with fever, lay 
tlu> man whoso calls attracted at- 
tention, and a child 18 months 
old ha<l at tho time crawled over 
iicr dead mother's breast. That driver 
has hauled twenty corpses from tho 
.same house since the epidomio com- 
menced. At No. 151 Bienville street, 
a long narrow alley, so narrow that 
one can ])enotrate it only with difficul- 
ty, leads back to a building once occu- 
pied as a stable, now a pest house. In 
tho loft of this the Howards discovered 
a family of seven, five of whom were 
delirious, one a child of two years, 
dead, and a mother prostrate upon a 
jiallet with a no\v-born babe. The 
mother with many tears stated that, 
utterly unassisted and unablo to move, 
she lay in tho ])angs of child-birth and 
saw her little daughter die, 

There is nothing but gloom to re- 
port to-day. The fever is of the most 
nuiligmuit tyjje, and it is here to stay 
until freezing weather, about tlie mid- 
dle of October, more than six weeks 
away. Tiie sutlden death of a number 
of prominent citizens has caused |id- 
ditional departures of merchants and 
others who until a day or two past had 
decided to stay and see it through, 
^loro than three out of foxu- of our 
business houses are closed and others 
are preparing to follow. Nearly all 
the diTig stores are closed, as nvp all 
other places. Last night President 
LangstafF searched for two hours to 
fiiul a doctor, and then failed. Medi- 
cine could only be procured at the 
Howard's depot, 

Tho Tribune's New Orlo.ins special saya 
the death ralo is stciulily advancing. 
Fifty-seven died to-day. No p3.rt of tjio 
city is exempt. Tho epidemic, as compar- 
ed with 187li, is three tinieS as fatal. It 
is not hoped that tho poatilcnco will coaso 
before December. 



Baising the "El'rvdice." — By six 
o'clock on IMonday evening tlie weather 
or upj)er deck of the /•.//'./(« was clear- 
ed of its rubbish by 80 bhiejacl;ets from 
the lUnaldo, under the command of 
Lieutenant Wonliam, its kedge anchor 
removed and its two deck boats, which 
wore found in jierfect condition, recover- 
ed from the wreck and sent into the 
harbor. A number of [letty oflicers, in 
charge of Lieutenant L;at of the Ania, 
were told off by. Admiral Foley for 
the purpose of searchidg amoug tho 
rubbish on tho main deck and explor- 
ing the cabins and oflicers' quarters. 
Nobodies were found in any of tliecal)ins 
or tiic w.o.rdroom; Init among the most 
rcriiarkablo finds may i)e mentioned the 
codicil of the will of Lieutenant Strange 
and his cash-box, the ship's money 
chest, and all the valuable papers, with 
the exception of the log, winch hasnotyet 
been discovered. Two hundred addi- 
tional slii])wriglits were ])ut on boaad 
tho v.-roclc at three o'clock yesterday 
morning, but notwithstanding this 
liirgn iiieii':i;;(' in the strength of the 
workers, only small progress was made 
in the closing of the main deck ports, 
more particularly on the lee side, where 
the divers have encountered consider- 
able dilliculty in removing tlie toggles 
and their simps. Every e'lort is now 
being made to prejiaro tlie ship for 
puipping out, but until the ports and 
hatch ways have been made water tight 
the real condition of the hull below 
water cannot be ascertained. — London 
Times .

A London journal has published a 
letter from the Foreign Office "writer" 
Marvin, in which he discloses the fact 
that another important "secret engag- 
ment," signed on May 31, has "not yet 
seen the light', and the Constantinople 
correspondent of tho same journal states 
that Sf.fvet Pasha had informed the 
French Ambassador that tho English 
Government had pledged itself not to 
permit Grecjfi to receive any additional 
territory, and that without this assur- 
ance Turkey would not have coded Cy- 
prus to England. (j>uestioiied in tho 
House of Commons on the subject, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer stated 
evasively that no agi-eement on the sub- 
ject of Greece had been signed on "the 
31st of INIay. This answer is considered 
tantamount to admission that there is 
a private agreement on other matters. 

Tho private bank of iNliddletoi., 
Cradeurand Middleton, Loughborough 
has suspended payment, causing great 
consternation in the town and district. 
The bank has . been established since 
1790, and nearly all tradespeoplo in the 
neighbourhood kept their money there. 
The senior partner, Mr. Edward Chat- 
tertou j\Uddleton, was justice of the 
peace and deputy-lieutenant for tho 
countey. He died about a fortpigjit 
since, The concern was about to bo 
formed into a joint-stock company, but 
tho o-xecutors tiled a petition in the 
Bankruptcy Court nt Leicester, The 
liaUilities are said to exceed .£200,000, 
but nothing dofinito is kouwn. 

There was more serious rioting in 
Belfast on tho 2nd inst, What is de- 
scribed as a "Roman Oatholic mob" 
made its appearance quite unexpectedly 
on the streets of tho town, accompanied 
by a band playing the '-national airs," 
and proceeded directly, ajiparently, to 
smash up a number of Protestant 
churches. They did a good deal of dani- 
agoj and tliey are also said to have 
"wrecked" the oflico of the Belfast Keics- 
letter — the principal Conservative organ.

A fevf days since Viscount Chelsea, 
son of tho Earl and Countess of Cad- 
ogan, was brought from Eton to his 
father's house sufleriug fi'oiii whooping 
cough ajjd (jQijgostion of the Uiuij.s, 
Other dangerous symptoms Hefc In, and 
he has since died. 

While fishing at Staines Mr. Leader, 
tho well-known amateur oarsman, fell 
in a fit from the towing path into tlie 
Thames, and was drowned. i\Ir. Lead- 
er lias been mar|tietl a.'^out a .yearj and 
leaves a young wife. His body M'ns 
recovered. 

The London eorrespoiulont of the 
Gla.sgow Herald says; — -"The appoinl 
ment of the ^Marquis of Lorne to tlie 
Governorship of the Dominion of Can- 
ada is under.stood to have been made at 
tho direct ijiitiativp of hfr Majesty," 
Another London coirespondent says a 
salary of £10,000 will scarcely be ade- 
quate for "royal .splendour," and a 
propo.sal will probably be brought for- 
ward for increasing the emoluments 
attaching to the Governor-Generalship. 
Tlio Morniuy FoM says that this ap- 
ppintnient is rendered singularly appro- 
priate by the fact that for the first time 
a lady of royal bloocj \yill ghare iQ the 
representations of her Majesty in her 
Dominion of Canada, The appointment 
is another .stroke of that Imperial policy 
which commends itself in the highest 
degree to the opinion of the nation.

after six o'clock this moniing a fanner, 

named Lemuel T. Shepherd, residing 
about nine miles north of this place 
near the road leading to San Juan, mur- 
dered his daughter Eliza, aged 22 years. 
He then swallowed a dose of strych- 
nine and , blew his ;Owii brains out with 
a mu.sket loaded^with' a quail shot 
His wife got up about six o'clock, made 
a fire in the kitchen and went out to 
feed her chickens. Ho arose about 
the same time washing and dressing 
him-self. While his wife was out he 
went into an adjoining room occupied 
by his daughter, where he struck the 
girl three or four times on the head 
with a hatchet, and then cut her throat 
from ear to ear with his pocket knife. 
She had just arisen, had her shoes on, 
and was in the act of drc.s.sing herself 
when stricken down by her father. A 
son, aged 17, was dressing himself in 
an adjoining bedroom, and heard his 
sister .say "Papa! Papal" Ho ran out 
and met his mother coming in, and told 
her that his father was beating Eliza, 
His wife entered the kitchen door and 
saw her husband coming towards her 
with bloody hands, She aiid the son 
(•an out to 'the gate, some twenty yards 
distant, whereupon, looking back, they 
saw a fia^sh, heard the report of the gun 
and saw tho father fall to the floor. 
The boy jumped on a. honse and TQilP to 
the hoiisp of Mr, ]^i4d| their pearest 
neighbor, about a mile and a half dis- 
tant, and gave tho alarm, Mr, Kidd 
repaired to the .scene of tlie tragedy and 
found the daughter and father dead, 
tho girl on her bed, which v.-as saturat- 
ed with blood, and her father in a pool 
of blood on the kitchen floor. Mr* Kidd 
hastened to Salinas and informed the 
Coroner, who wont out and hold an in- 
(lucst, 'I'iio Yt^V''i>2t of tho jury being 
in accordance with the foregoing facts. 
Tho murderer and suicide is represented 
as always having been a kind luisband 
and fatlier, Rpd it is difilci)U: to arrive 
at the motive which prontjited the ter- 
rible deed. He was embarrassed finan- 
cially, and for several weeks had been 
in a despondent mood, remai'king upon 
one occasion that lie would rather see 
them all dead than leave them in in- 
digent circumstances. Last Saturday 
he came to Salinas, reumincd over Suu- 

'I'ly ay4 l?fti*fop bpi»o on Mmiday 

afternoon. While hero ho drank (juite 
freely and gambled ofT what little 
money lie hncl Ho purchased a two 
ounce bottle of strychnine and took it 
home with him. It is snjiiiosed he in- 
tended to kill the whole family and then 
end his own existence with the poison. 
The funeral ^vill take place Jiore to- 
morrow, the daughter and fatlior being 
buried in tho same grave.

Who is this Sir Capel Fitzgerald ? Is 
he anything to the famous Geraldiuo 
family in Ireland, which counts one 
Duko and several minor nobilities 
among its mombors j No, his is indeed 
named Fitzgerald, but that is all. Mis 
family history is a strange one, and 
tho police scandal of to-day will cause 
many a Tipperary peasant to cross him- 
self devoutly and mutter an ancient 
prophecy and a heritage of malediction. 

The young fellow's grandfather was 
tho first baronet, so created for tho 
bloody part he took in tlio horrors 
which followed the Irish insurrection 
of 79. He was known as "hanging" 
Fitzgerald, He stalked through tho 
country, shooting, hanging, and flogg- 
ing nieiij women, and children whom 
ho c|iose to suspect of "disloyalty."

One day an old woman actually knelt 
in the blood of her two sons, whom 
"Magistrate" Fitzgerald had shot dead 
at their own door, and liftinghor h.'inds 
to Heaven, "cursed him" to tin; third 
generation, and prophesied a deiilli of 
disgrace to all' his race. Twenty-Hvo 
years later the iirst object of the m:de- 
diction died by his own hands; ten years 
ago his son cut his throati The young 
baronet now in jail is the last of the 
line.

QUALiyiCATION AND IlKniSTKAlIO.V OF 
VUTEK.s' ACT. 

Mr. Galbraith moved tho second re.'id- 
ing of this bill, which was to prevent civil 
servants, school teachers, constdbles, 
judges, &c., froiu voting. 

Mr. Sinithe said ho knew it rrould bo 
useless to attempt to try and conviuue 
gentlemen opposite that tiiu JJill ouglit not 
to pass ; but ho coiiaides-ed lie Avould not 
bo doing his duty if ho dill not protest 
against tlio gross injustice that it propos- 
ed to perpetrate upon a class of pur.^ons 
whose positions were a guarantee tliat 
they possessed both education and intelli- 
gence to a fair extent, at least. Wliile on 
account of tho so-called liberal franchise 
in force hero, men, not po.isessed in many 
instances of sufficient knowledge to en- 
able them to understand the siinpleot pol- 
itical measure, were allowed to vote, sure- 
ly we ought to think twice before striking 
off tho roll at one swoop a large number of 
■thoroughly tjualified persons. It wus a 
;reCognised ])rinciple under our system of 
•GoVemment that every one who i>aid 

■ taxes should in some way be allowed a 
voice in the afl'airs of tho country, allow- 

■ cd to .say who should legislate to impose 
'.taxes upon them. lie v.ould ask if the 
iGovcrnment were going to relieve those 
^persons of tho burthen of taxation, bo- 
ioaiise, if SO,' he "would not have so nuieh 
■fto say against this measure. Ho did not 
•like to attribute unworlliy motives to any 
one, but when he road the provi-sionn of 
the Bill he was forced ;igainst his wish to 
think that motives hucIi a.'i tho authors of 
tho Bill would n(jt like to admit had 
moved them, especially coming as it did 
close on the heels of tho experience of tlic 
past few days — notably the reduction in 
salaries and the attack on the Superinten- 
dent of Education. Why, he would ask, 
were school teachers to bo struck off tho 
voters' lists / Was it because they might 
sympathise with the late Superintendent 
and resent thij cowardly attack upon him 
of tlie PreiWer? Wo all Tccogniso that 
intelligence ought to 1)0 tho basis of the 
franchise if it could be worked out jiro- 
perly,'and licro we had a .set of men \vhuse 
profession required them to pass an ex- 
amination and possess a certilicate whicli 

• necessitated the posaesaion on Llieir part 
of education and intelligence, and without 
any reason being attempted to be given 
they arc struck from tho roll of voters. If 
open voting h.ad Ijecn in vogue here the 
move might have been understandalile on 
grounds of policy and may be equity, but 
with the ballot act in force he cotdd not 
conceive anything that could be said in 
favor of it. (Hear, liear.) He would voto 

:;a|^nstiilie second reading of the Bill. 

The House then adjourned until 7 :30 
p. m. 

EYEXINfi SESSION. 
Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair at 7 ;^?5 
p, ni. 

Debate w.as resumed on tlie .second 
reading of tho Q. & 11. of Voters Bill. 
Mr, Evans said that a majority of ofK- 

• cials preferred to bo deprived of the pow- 
er of voting. The Bill W(nild really pro- 
tect them from any undue influence and 
tho fact that the present Government sup- 
ported this measure showed tliat they 
W'ero independent of tlie ollicial vote. 

Mr. Pimbury said ho would support the 
Bill ; but would like to bob the word 
" ofllcor " clearly defined. He thought 
that Dominion offici.'d.s should also be jiro- 
hibited from voting. 

Mr. Druilnnond snid that ho had for- 
merly insisted on officials having the right 
to voto ; but now lie believed they were 
'not only willing Init anxious to be depriv- 
ed of that privilege. 

Mr. HelgcRcn spoke in favor of the 
Billr llo knew tliat bos.ses exercised a 
baneful influence over those under their 
control and ho was also aware tliat ofli- 
cials 'would bo pleased to be prohibited 
from the exercise of the franchise. 

Mr. Abrams said at first ho felt inclin- 
ed to oppose tho whole bill, but as tho 
introducer had said he had several amend- 
ments to propose he would wait to hear 
what they were and raise his objections in 
Oommittee. ' _ . 

Mr. Bennett said ho had no objection 
• to the Provincial officials being denied the 
right to vote ; but he could not sec why 
school teachers or Doiiiiiiion officials 
should be placed on the same basis. He 

• thought the Act of last session went quite 
far enough. 

yho Bill was read a second time and 
committed, Mr. Harris in' the Chair. 

Mr. McGillivray asked who would be 
termed an " officer " subject rtp the. jiro- 
visions of the Bill. 



Hon. Mr. Walkeni said ho imagined the 
term would apjdy to regularly salaried 
officers only. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven moved that clause 2 
bo amended by striking out tho words, 
" or employed in any other capacity by 
tho Dominion of Canada," as he thought 
if those words were left in there was no 
tolling where tho operation of the bill 
would stop. 

Mr. Bennett also moved in amendment 
that oiTicors of the Dominion customs, ex- 
cise officers or other persons employed by 
tho Dominion, and Provincial public school 
teachers be exempted from the operation 
of the Act. 

Mr. Galbraith objected to ■ the last 
amendment and assured tho House that 
public school teachers wore anxious to be 
prohibited from voting ; the same remark 
also applied to tho other officers whom it 
was proposed to exempt from tho Act. Tho 
Bill was similar to tho English and Ontar- 
io acta. 

Mr. Ash said that without a great 
stretch of imagination it might bo su;)- 
posed that tho Government having cut 
down salaries expected tho officials to c.xst 
votes hostilo-to them and therefore in- 
tended to disfranchise them. (Hear, hear.) 
He was quite of tlie opinion that tlio bal- 
lot should be a sullicient guarantee of se- 
crecy and lie could not see tho justice of 
depriving .school teachers, of all others, of 
tlie privilege of voting. If it were in- 
tended to secure tho purity of _ elections 
why did not the Government bring dowi 
an act to prohibit canvassing. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Galbraith said the reduction of 
salaries liad not prompted him to bring 
in the I3ill ; his .sole motive in introdue- 
ingit was to relieve oflicial.n of coercion. 

l ion. Mr. W.alkcni said the principle of 
the bill was good and should be .supported 
by both sides of the House. The teachers 
nssenibled in convention at No-vv V>'est- 
ininster had jictitioned the Government 
not to "lug" them into politics; moreover 
the Govornment did not desire the support 
of officials. 

In reply to Mr. Ash, Mr. Galbraith said 
school teachers were not included in tho 
Ontario .\ct because they were municipal 
officers there. 

Mr. Smitho said so long as tho officials 
paid their fair share of taxation so long 
should they be entitled to vote. Tlio ar- 
gument in favor of prohibiting school 
tciicliors from voting might bo applied 
with just as much reason to every other 
class. Tho ballot surely should bo sulli- 
cient to secure tho secrecy of any person's 
vote so long as ho used ordinaiy discre- 
tion. He doubted veiy much if school 
teachers, notwilliatandiiig Mr. Galbraith's 
a'aaertion, dcaired to be prohibited from 
the franchise. Tho lion, gentleman then 
explained that the {wtition from tho 
teachers' convention was to prevent tho 
Government from placing tho educational 
department under the direct control of 
one of tho iiiiiiistors. The hill was quite 
unnecesaary, because if any person did 
not desire to vote he could refrain from 
doing so in spite of political candidates. 
He feared that tho Government appre- 
hended that at any future election tho of- 
ficials would bo liostilo to them and tliat 
the school teachers sympathised with their 
outraged BU])erintcndent. *If such wore 
tlio case tho bill deserved to be summarily 
rejected. Under the act it would be quite 
possible that an intelligent ofiicial or 
school teacher might be brought before 
two ignorant justices of the peace for dis- 
cussing some political question and fined 
,*200. It aoomed to him that the Govern- 
ment w Qi-o desirous of striking off the 
register of voters tho most intelligent por- 
tion of tlio community, being content to 
rely on the .suffrages of those who least 
knew how to exercise the franchise. He 
would like to see the whole bill rejected; 
but as that could not bo, he hoped it 
would bo amended so as to be sometliirig 
like justice. 

On division i\Ir. Bennett's amendment 
was lo.^t and hon. Mr. Beaven's amend- 
ment was carried. 

On motion of Mr. McGillivray the clause 
was also amended by inserting the words 
"in recci[it of an annual sidary" after the 
word ollicer. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, employees of 
of the Dominion postal department were 
ej.ciiiptcd from the operation of the Act. 

Clause 3, providing for the revision of 
the voters' registers in Kootenay and Cas- 
siar before any two justices of tho peace 
instead of tho county court, passed. 

Clause 4, prohibits Dominion' and Pro- 
vincial ofliciala and school teachors from 
iiilluoncing any voter at an election of a 
mciiibcr for the local house, suljject to a 
fine of §200 or three months imprison- 
ment. 

Mr. Bennett said tlie clause was most 
tyrannical. If a civil servant or school 
teacher, whoao vote had already been taken 
,a way from him, chose to ex[ircs.s his views 
on a political question lie did so at his 
own risk — at tho risk of being dismissed 
from office, which was quite sufficient 
without Bubjeoting lUm to a tyrannical 
fine of $200. 

Mr. Ash said tho hill would he disallow- 
ed at Ottawa and it might be as well to let 
the clause go. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the clause was 
intended to stop bribery and corruption 
and preserve tho independence of parlia- 
ment. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smitho said that the attorney gen- 
eral nn'glit aa well tell hon. members they 
could not understand the English lan- 
guage. Tho clause said "any ollicial itc. " 
who shall directly or indirectly inllueiico 
a voter. " Who, ho would aak could de- 
termine what indirect influence really 
was? It might bo a shrug of the shoul- 
ders or a mere monosyllahle. 

The clause passed and tho bill was re- 
ported coinijloto with amendments. 

LO.N'STITUTION BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoin moved tho second 
reading of a bill to amend tho Constitu- 
tion Act by creating Cnssiar an electoral 
district with one member to bq taken from 
Kottenay and by giving Nanaimo an ad- 
ditional rei)rescntativo by depriving Cow- 
ichan of one of its members. This, he 
said, would preserve the balance of po'.ver. 
He had no doubt New Westminster dis- 
trict would ask for an additional member, 
but he would ask the representatives from 
that district hot to disturb existing arrange- 
ments. 

Mr. Smitho said that instead of tho bill 
being called an act to amend the Consti- 
tution Act it should be termed an act to 
"got even or have revenge on Cowichnn 
for being true to her colors and the (irin- 
ciples of the cause she had espoused in 
rctnrning men to oppose the present Gov- 
ernment." He did not expect to get .any- 
thing like justice or fairness from the 
Government, nor did he expect to bo able 
to turn one of tho votes of hon. gentlemen 
opposite, nq matter how unjust they must 
in tlioii- hcarfs admit the measure to bo. 
Tho leader of tho Government had, said 
that the voting population of Cowichan 
was only 140, but that gentleman must 
have known that tho statement was incor- 
rect. Last year the register showed a 
total of 178 and if Cowichan district at 
that.timo had b(Bon compared witK Esqui- 
malk 'disfirict'iis 'to area, population or re- 
sources -it would be found that his district 
was far ahead. Biit Esqiiimalt returned 



two Government supporters and that made 
all tho difference in the world. Esqui- 
nialt had but 132 voters and sent two 
representatives, but Cowichan in future, 
with considerably over 200, would only 
send one. Was ihere justice in that i 
Apart from voting population Cowichan 
was tho largest agricultural district on the 
Island. Sheep farming was carried on 
extensively ; dog fish oil to the value of 
?;iO,000 per annum was produced on the 
adjacent islands ; there were largo deposits 
of coal, including anthracite ; great min- 
eral wealth; andjilready lumber mills had 
been erected which, in the near future, 
would add greatly to the productive forces 
of tho district, and, by employing labor, 
add greatly to the voting population. On 
every side there v/as room for oxtonaion. 
This was not tho case with Saanich penin- 
sula, which could never hope to have var- 
ied interests or a largo populStion. Cow- 
ichan was to-day far greater than Eaqui- 
malt and Victoria dUtrict put tofjether 
and was capable of being almost indefi- 
nitely extended. Taking into considera- 
tion then that lier voting list was as largo 
as that of Victoria district and far larger 
than that of Esquinialt, what was there 
just in the proposition to deprive the 
former district of one member and per- 
mit the other districts to remain in their 
present state? Kootenay, with only '29 
votes, would, even after this bill had come 
into effect, bo ])erniitted to rotuni one 
member. Was tliero anything fair in 
Kootenay having one member for20 votes 
and Cowichan only ono for over 200 ? He 
would ask tho leader of tho Government 
why, knowing as ho does that tho voting 
pniuilation of Esquinialt is much less than 
that of Cowichan, he did not take one 
iiieiiilier from the former instead of from 
the latter/ 

Mr. Walkem — Go on, you'll get no 
answer from me. 

Mr. Smitho, continuing, said that was 
a sample of what might bo expected from 
tho Govornment of tho day. He did not 
hope to be able to influence a single vote 
oiqiosite, but lie felt it to bo his duty to 
enter his protest against so unjust a 
measure. 

Mr. Abrams tipoko in support of the 
bill. Tho re-distribution of seats had 
been made a test question at the last 
election and the Opposition party had 
been badly defeated. Ho therefore 
thought the member for Cowichan sliould 
ho satisfied. Ho had no doubt if he w.as 
in that lion, gentleman's place ho would 
luive fought as hard as ho could to re- 
tain all tho roprcBOiitativos for his district 
possible. : '. 

Mr. Helgesen replied to. show that Es- 
(luiiiKilt laid over Cowichan district both 
in importance, revenue, industries and fu- 
ture prospects'. 

Mr. Pimbury said it appeared strange 
to him tliat Cowichan should bo selected 
as a constituency to be reduced. Taxa- 
tion appeared to bo tho basis for this, and 
Esquimau was quoted as a much superior 
constituency. 'I'liis was perhaps owing to 
its having a port, and on account of H. 
M. Navy; but members Beoined entirely 
to leave out of consideration tlio popula- 
tion and largo agricultural lands of Cow- 
ichan. Besides, it should bo borne in 
mind that Cowichan had been hampered 
with the railway belt. ' He must strong- 
ly object to tho representation being re- 
duced. 

Mr. Williams said Cowichan had been 
a loss to the country; during tho Last 
three years it had cost over §10,000 and 
little or no return. During the wliolo 
time ho had only seen two boxes of but- 
ter brought down from Cowichan and had 
seen jdonty of chicken food sent up thoro. 
He could not see tho use of giving Cow- 
ichan even ono member, and thought it 
j would be well to join that constituency on 
to the Nanaimo one. 

Mr. ilcllmoyl said he saw no . com- 
parison botAveen Oowiohan and Victoria 
district. The latter was so strong that it can 
boar a raid on it such as the city made 
a few years since and took two hundred 
\'otera from them. 

Mr. McGillivray said New Westminster 
district was, ho believed, the bono of 
contention last session and as tho leader 
of tlic Govci-nmeiit had said this bill was 
drawn up on the basis of the number of 
voters, he thought tliere would bo a good 
oi)portuiiify now to urge New Westmin- 
ster's "claim to another member. It was 
a large and wealtliy district, and contrib- 
uted heavily to the revenuo. Ho thought 
a member might be taken from Lillooot 
and given to Now^ Westminster. 

The bill was then read a second time 
and committed. Mi: Bennett in tho chair. 

Clau.se 2. 

Mv. Smitlic moved as an amendment to 
strike out the word Cowichan and insert 
Esquimalt. Lost, the clause passing as 

read. 

Mr. McGillivray moved the insertion 
of a clause as clause 5, to givo Now 
Westminster another member by taking 
one from Lillooot. — Lost. 

Tho remaining clauses passed as read. 

The committee then rose and reported 
the bill complete witJ*out amendment, 
and the bill was read a third time and 
liiiHsed. 

By leave of the House the Registra- 
tion of Voters' Amendment .\et was then 
read a third time and passed. 

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 

In reply to Mr. Belgesen, hon. Mr. 
Walkem said the cofTerdam at Esquinialt 

would be completed this year; but he' 
could give no dclinitc answer as to tlu^ 
policy to be pursued with reference t() 
the dry dock. ■ 

In reply to Mr. Vernon, lion. Mr. 
Humphreys said tho Government had not 
sufficient evidence before them- to state 
wlietlicr premiums paid by Justices of the 
Peace for destruction of wolves and pan- 
thers would be refunded. 

In reply to Mr. Smitho, hon. Mr. W.al- 
kcm said that no communication that ho 
was aware of luid been received from the 
Imperial Govornnioiit regarding tho 
completion of the graving dock; nor had 
tlio Local Government forwarded any to the 
Imperial Government.

Horsefly Creek has recently become the 
centre of attraction from mere accident. 
It would appear that a Chinese Company 
struck very rich pay last fall, and they 
would have gone on bagging the gold and 
sending it to Chiui if they had not quar- 
relled amongst themselves and had a law- 
suit. It came out in Court that they had 
been taking out from §40 to §80 per day 
to the liand. A large number of white 
miners made for the now Eldorado, and 
aro now busily prospecting. Only two of 
tho companies have reached the pay. 
One bench ,daim prospects three bits to 
tho shovelful;' the other is a wing-dam 
claim and prospects better than tho bench. 
The depth of tho ground is from 18 to 30 
feet, with about 7 feet of rich pay gravel. 
Tho extent of tho deposit is notyot known 
as the prospecting has not developed thus 
fact, but to all appearance tho area of tho 
dif^ngs wi]J be sufficient to employ a 
largo number of men. It will be seen 
from this that Cariboo is going to take a 
new deiiarturo and instill now life into 
the old Golconda. With new and rich 
placer diggings the dismal stories about 
the quartz would aoon disappear, and tho 
Caribooites would bo independent of 
weak-kneed Victoria speculators, and 
would scion show the world that Cariboo 
ia anything but' "played out." — N", W. 
Guardian.

Tho 
figures aro of nearly lifesizo, and although 
in many respects rude specimens of the 
art are sufticiontly life-like and ferocious- 
looking to startle one coming suddenly 
upon them, besides possessing the weird 
ugliness that attaches to Indian carving 
generally. For tlio eyes (which aro very 
natural) glass marbles have been intro- 
duced with a backing of red. 

CuiLLiwuACK. — Our correspondent 
writes on the 2Cth of August: — " Great 
fire raged here, on Friday, and at one 
time the whole settlement was in danger. 
Tlio alarm was sounded and the people 
came out and put a stop to it before any 
groat harm was done. Thousands of 
fence rails, some hay and a few Indian 
houses were burned. In Cheam settle- 
ment they were fighting fires the whole of 
tho preyiQus night. The Ohadse^ build- 
ings at Sumass at one time were in immi- 
nent danger. All danger is over now."

Messrs. Wilby and Millington, with 
their two sons, four horses and camp 
e(piipage, started from Esquinialt on 
Tuesday morning bound overland to Na- 
naimo. The party reached Nanaimo yes- 
terday morning in good health and spirits, 
and speak in raptures about the beautiful 
acencry, etc., on tho route. Tho road is 
in excollont condition, with the exception 
of tho 10 miles between Goldstream and 
Shawnigaii Lake. This is the missing 
link, so to speak, in overland communica- 
tion between Victoria and Nanaimo. 
Tliere is a good road between Victoria 
and Goldstream, but from there to Shaw- 
nigan tho country is very mnch broken 
up. with canyons, etc. On the road up 
the' party saw a number of excellent 
farms, tho occupiers of which oxprcaaed 
great surprise when they wore told that 
the travellers had come overland from 
Esquinialt. They aU expressed tho liopo 
that the Government would complete 
this 10 miles of road, so that tlicy could 
take their produce to Victoria overland. 
Any amount of game, fish and wild fruit 
was obtained on the way. The party will 
return to Esquimalt to-day by the samo 
road that t^iey came. 

There is no truth in the report circu- 
lated by the Standard that the Nanaimo 
coalmines will bo shut down in consequence 
of low prices. The Vancouver Coal Co. 
have at their wharves and on tlio way ves- 
sels capable of carrj'ing away over 10,000 
tons of coal.
